Money Woes Beset Ohio Medical Schools 


COLUMBUS, Ohio AP 
Medical schools in Toledo, 
Cincinnati and Cleveland are 
having 
serious 
financial 
problems, a report on Ohio 
medical education released 
Friday says. 
The report also says in­ 
c re a s e d federal aid is needed 
to assist growing numbers of 
medical students with low 
incomes and that the state 
has 
bad 
geographic 
distribution of physicians. 
The 
physician-population 
ratio in Ohio is below the 
national average, and the 


state has a relatively low 
standard 
of 
Medicaid 
eligibility and inadequate 
funding, the study shows 
The report by Dr. Philip K 
Lee. 
chancellor 
of 
the 
University of California at 
San Francisco, came after a 
year-long 
study 
com­ 
missioned by the Ohio Board 
of Regents. 
The study shows financial 
problems at the Medical Col 
lege at Toledo most acute due 
substantially to inadequate 
reimbursement for patient 
services. 


In 
Cincinnati 
and 
Cleveland. 
Lee 
says, 
financial problems are no 
less serious. There, a high 
percentage of the poor re­ 
ceive at least part of their 
care 
in 
university 
or 
university-affiliated teaching 
hospitals. 
In Columbus, he adds, 
problems are slightly less 
serious, in that hospitals and 
com m unity 
physicians 
provide many services for the 
poor. 
Lee's report forms the 


basis tor an intensive review 
by the regents of 
Ohio's 
medical education situation. 
The 
review's 
recom­ 
mendations will go to the 
General Assembly by the end 
of the year, said William 
Coulter, 
acting 
regents 
chancellor. 
If federal aid does not in­ 
crease in proportion to the 
anticipated growth of low* 
income students accepted at 
medical schools, additional 
sources of student financial 
aid w ill have to be found. Lee 
said.

Tom Cope 'Wears Many Hats'

The 
youngest 
of 
six 
brothers who graduated from 
Mt. Union College, Tom Cope 
divides his abundant energies 
in 
three 
areas 
— 
ad­ 
ministration 
and 
teaching, 
operation of a nursery and 
landscaping, and 
church 
leadership. 
Tom 
has been assistant 
principal vof Salem Junior 
High School for the past three 
years. Prior to that, he was a 
social studies teacher there 
for 13 years following his 
graduation from Mt. Union 
with a sociology degree in 
1954. 
He lives with his wife and 
five children on a piece of the 
original Depot Hoad property 
owned by his father, Joseph, 
w ho moved here lrom Rogers 
in 1901 to found one of the first 
nurseries in the area. A one- 
third acre pond in the front 
yard makes it easy to spot the 
Cope home. 


TOM S GRAN D FATH ER 
had the first pear orchard in 
the area, and for many years 
his father specialized in 
growing fruit 
trees and 
shrubs. At one 
time, 
he 
recalls, there were 44 acres of 
apples alone to be picked 
each year, a task all six of the 
brothers, his four sisters, and 
his parents shared. 
• I grew up in a hard­ 
working f a m i h b e notes. “ I 
like physical labor for some 
reason. My kids think I ’m 
nuts for rt.” 
There are 22 acres in the 
Cope nflrsery now, with 12 
more acres planted in nur­ 
sery 
stock, 
mostly 
evergreens. He propagates, 
trims and cultivates the 
plants, and wraps them in 
burlap for sale. In addition,

he does the landscaping for 
about 25 homes every sum­ 
mer when school is out.

popular evergreen. It
